some time to come will concern revision of the Wagner National Labor 
Relations act The average person will do well to approach the whole 
question with suspended judgment 


We begin by knowing that the act and its administration to date have 


satisfied neither employers nor employes. Complaint 
from employers alone might be subject to heavy dis- 
count But William Green and John Lewis are scream- 
ing, too. Since the act was put through for the benefit 
of labor—to protect labor against rough stuff by em- 
ployers—it becomes difficult for even the strongest 
friends of the act to shut their eyes to the possibility 
that the law may be something less than perfect. 


The whole controversy involves complex proce- 


dures, and intense emotions among both employers 
and labor. And in this campaign vear congress ap- 
proaches the matter with an eye to votes and cam- 
paign contributions. 


Dozens of questions are raised, many of greatest im- 


portance. One which strikes at a vital spot concerns

Justice Murphy since his elevation to the 
nation's highest court will likely provoke 
interesting queries concerning the happi- 
ness in certain political centers described 
as "a little left of center" at having such 
a pillar of integrity out of their way.

if in a subdued form. 


In our own day as pointed out by the 


speaker successful 
dictatorship depends 


for its creation upon originating an entire- 
ly satisfactory scapegoat and without such 
an animal demagogues 
simply 
cannot 


march to power. 


Justice Murphy stressed the proposition 


that all men cannot be considered equal in 
creation under the life giving principle of 
this nation, so long as extreme doubt 
exists concerning the availability at all 
time's to all groups of the priceless trea- 
sure enumerated in the Bill of Rights. 
Great danger, the speaker insisted, exists 
in cultivating the feeling among the Amer- 
ican people "that our national troubles 
are attributed to one group or another of 
the population." 
That, as a people, we 


have made great blunders none of us 
should deny. But we made them honest- 
ly for the most part, deliberately, think- 
ing we were doing right, hoping to bene- 
fit the world as well as ourselves. 


We should aspire at least to develop 


a certain discernment in respect to these 
blunders so that, having once erred, we 
may steer clear of similar errors in the 
future. 


Out of the Murphy address we read 


a plea by the new Justice to his coun- 
trymen to approach the solution of their 
problems with as much respect for dif- 
fering opinions as each craves from an- 
other and a general banishment of prof- 
ligate talk, whether aimed at Jews or Bap- 
tists, Methodists, Mohammedans, Catho- 
lics, Tories or economic royalists.

Majority of Americans Would Like to See 


Warring Nations at Peace Table With U. S. 


BY DR. GEORGE GALLUP

Princeton, N. J.—When Sumner Welles gets back to Washington with 


his report on the chances of European peace, President Roosevelt will be 
faced.with a series of momentous questions. Where does the public stand 
on a peace move at this time? Has the Welles mission won the public's 


approval? If Hitler and the Allies have left a door 
open to a genuine peace offer from the United States, 
should Mr. Roosevelt make further moves for recon- 
ciliation? 


Most important of all, perhaps, do the American 


people wish to participate in a peace conference, or 
have they been disillusioned by the results of the Ver- 
sailles peace-making twenty-one years ago? 


In view of the national and international impor- 


tance of these questions the American Institute of 
Public Opinion has conducted soundings in all parts 
of the United States which indicate the temper of 
American voters at this time. While the responsibili- 
ties of peace-making and treaty-framing will rest with 
the experts and diplomats when peace is finally

Most of the disobedience of little children is caused by the attitude of 


those in charge of them. They give too many directions, and they care 
about only a few of them. When they do not really care whether a child 
heeds or not they give scant attention to his response. If he sits up straight 
when somebody tells him to, good, if not, why bother? If he comes when 
he is called, good, If not, well, he will come by and by, or when he is 
called in earnest. That is a poor way to train children if one wants to ac- 
custom them to obedience. 
' 


And yet that is usual in many households. Direction after direction is 


fired at the child. Sometimes he heeds, sometimes, oftener than other- 
wise, he does not. By and by the tune comes when the adult is in a hurry 
and wants instant obdience. Of course he does not get it, and of course he 
is put out about it If it happens to be father, he wants to know why 
mother doesn't train that child of hers to mind. If it happens to be moth- 
er, she goes after him in- no uncertain mood and fetches him along, 
smartly, and with many words, amid uproar and tears. 


The fact is that a child needs few directions to which he should give 


instant obedience. But there are but few and they must be kept clearly 
in the parent's mind, and held firm 
ly in the mind of the child. Instead 
of telling a child to do this and stop 
doing that all day long, be casua 
about tbe things that are unimpor- 
tant, don't feel compelled to see and 
to hear and correct everything he 
does. Skip most of it and give him 
a direction only when you mean to 
have it obeyed. If that is done the 
child soon learn%to obey promptly 
and cheerfully, and those in charge 
of him feel greatly relieved to know 
that he can be counted on when the 
time comes for it.

So you want a garden this year? 


Ahead of you lies a lot of fun—and 
some hard work too, since gardens 
are created by 95 per cent perspira- 
tion and 5 per cent inspiration. 


Aside from these, the makings 


of a garden consist of plant material 
which can be obtained in the form 
of seeds or started plants from local 
or mail-order sources; soil, in which 
the plants may grow; food,

which they may thrive; moisture, to 
make the plant food soluble and 
thus available to the plants; and 
light, to cause photosynthesis or 
normal functioning. 


Soil is the one element in which 


we cannot be choosy. Different lo- 
cations present soils which

widely in type and quality. For in- 
stance, the heavy clay is one ex- 
treme, the almost pure sand the 
other. Fortunately, no soil is ever 
totally inert and most soils are full 
of life which can be developed by 
good gardening practice. Changing 
texture of a soil is done generally 
by the addition of improving ma- 
terials, ^n operation referred to as 
"improving the mechanical condi- 
tion of the soil." Fertilizers and hu- 
mus products are the materials most 
frequently used for this purpose.

—the nail depends upon its cor- 
ner anchorage for firm support. 
Clip the corners and you interfere 
with the snug fit of the nail. 


You may use the cuticle oil or 


cream daily over any lacquer pol- 
ish, providing you leave the half 
moon free. Lubricating does most 
good at the root of your nail. 


Shape your nails with an emery 


board instead of a steel file. They 
should be oval, not pointed. Some 
women who have soft nails paint 
on diluted white iodine beneath 
and nail polish base. 


A polish base gives the nail add- 


ed protection. Paint it under the 
nail tip as well as over the nail. 
This helps to prevent the nail from 
beintj snagged and torn. 


Polish also gives the nail a cer- 


tain strength. Be sure to choose 
an opaque shade if you wear your 
nails long. The upper white rim 
must not show through the polish.

bert M. Hutchins said in a speech 
to the students that there is no such 
thing as "legitimate subsidization' 
under conference rules. 


In a statement issued through 


Commissioner John L. Griffith, the 
athletic directors said they took "no 
exception" to Chicago's decision to 
give up football, but added: 


"However, a statement of an un- 


known spokesman for the trustees 
and the issuance of a pamphlet con- 
taining false statements derogatory 
to thc conference, by the alumni 
council, seems to the directors to 
be contrary to 
conference pro- 


cedure." 


Asks Probe 


The directors asked Chicago, in 


effect, to hand over to Major Grif- 
fith for investigation any charges of 
rules violations by other schools, 
or to retreat from its contention 
that there is cheating. 
They said 


they would delay completing the 
basketball slates until Chicago had 
had a chance to make clear its posi- 
tion. 


So now it 
is Chicago's move. 


Hutchins and Athletic Director Nel- 
son Metcalf have declined to make 
any statements on the athletic di- 
rectors' action. The athletic direc- 
tors have the power to ban all Chi- 
cago teams from competing with 
other conference outfits, 
but the 


school can remain a member of the 
conference without meeting anf of 
the other members in athletics. 


The faculty committee alone has 


the power to oust any school from 
the organization. The athletic di- 
rectors meet again in May when 
they are expected to take definite 
action on the matter.
